Tho Sheriff and Coroner of Cook County 
are entitled to demand and receive for their 
services the fees prescribed by law; there is no 
other mode of paying them for their services. 
These fees they are required by law to pay over 
to the County Treasurer as they receivé them ; 
and twice in each year each of them has to make 
a return on oath of all the services performed 
for which fees are allowed; and if upon exam- 
ination such reports are found to be accurate, 
then the amount is passed to the credit of the 
officer. But in no case can.these officers be paid 
any money out of the County Treasury for ser- 
| vices, except the same is paid out of the fees 
of their respective offices, actually collected.” 
The law on this subject is found in the consol- 
idated act of 1872 relating to feos and salaries, 
Sections 130 and following sections. 

This law, which is merely a transcript of the 
requirements of tho Constitution, expressly 
prohibits any compensation by Cook County 
| from thé Treasury to the Sheriff or to the Coro- 
ner ; it fixes his galary, and authorizes the County 
to limit the number of his deputies and assistants; 
it prescribes the fees which he shall charge for 
each service ; requires him to report the aggre- 
gate of these to the County Commissioners : 
permits him to receive from the his sal- 
ary and the allowance for his and 
assistants, but in no case can he be paid, or 
allowed to retain, any sum in excess of the “ fees 
of his office, actually collected.” We do not 
know how much the bills of the Sheriff against 
Cook County have heretofore averaged ; we are 
told they haye reached $10,000 per annum. As- 
suming that they will reach that sum this year, 
and that his collection of fees in civil service 
will reach the same sum, this aggrogate of 
$20,000, or whatever the actual sum may be, is 
the extreme limit which the Constitution and the 
law of the State permits the Sheriff to receive 
for the performance of all the duties ef his 
Office, im person or by deputy. The same rule 
applies to the office of Coroner.

The 
practical view is, that it is one of the boldest 
and shrewdest commercial operations ever or- 
ganized, and, perhaps, destined to be one of the 
most profitable, if its management shall prove to 
be equal to the conception, The capital of the 
Samana Bay Company is fixed at $20,000,000, 
but may be enlarged.

@150,000 annually the Company has secured 
permanent and undivided possession of Samana 
Bay, which is at once the source and the outlet 
of all the value that the Dominican end of the 
island possesses, It has also eminent domain | 
over the peninsula, the islands of the bay, and 
even the reefs. It has the right to frame laws 
for the government of its territory, and to ober- 
cise all the functions of sovereign power. It 
controls all franchises for building railroads, ca- 
nals, and telegraph lines not only in ite own 
territory, but throughout the entire Dominican 
Republic ; and, by a special contract, it is to re- 
coivs a league of land in addition to what it al- 
ready owns for every mile of telegraph which it 
constructs in Zan Domingo. All grants and con- 
cessions that have been made by the Dominican 
Government heretofore hade been repealed in 
favor of this Company, which not ugnaturally 
contemplates the acquisitionof the Whole island 
by the cheap process of building telegraph lines 
for its own benefit. It has the exclusive priv- 
ilege of constructing wharfs, of imposing and 
collecting port duties on wharfage, and harbor 
privileges. It will be impossible to conceive of 
a more universal charter. The fact is, that the 
Samana Bay Company is not merely a great com- 
mercial corporation, but à sovereign govern - 
ment under the act of its creation. — 

Herein lies the reason why the United States 
Government should not, in any special sense, 
extend its arm over the Samana Bay Company 
in the way of protection. As a mere association 
of capitalists for carrying on trade, it might 
have been viewed differently ; but, in assuming 
the functions of Government, it incurs all the 
risks of revolution and war which every Gov- 
ernment must be prepared to meet until the 
Universal Peace Society shall have achieved its 
reformation. If there was a reasonable doubt 
that Mr. Baez head the right to sell 
out San Domingo to the United States, 
that doubt applies equally to the 


Bay Company. If Hayti has rights on the 
island, it is not probable that Hayti will quietly 
allow it to be absorbed by an association of cap- 
italists for their own profit and benefit.

Sir Edward George | Earle Bulwer 
Lytton. 

Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, whose death has 
long been expected, and oocurred on Saturday, 
was born in 1805. Although but 67 years of age at 
his death, he has given forty-seven years to 
literary pursuits, and to wide and useful ac- 
tivity in polities and His 
father, General William Earle Bulwer, too 
soon to exercise any influence on young Bulwer's 
culture, which received its literary bent from 
his mother, heiress of the Lyttonsof Kneb- 
worth, 6 woman of fide poetic mould and gen- 
erous sympathies, 

At Cambridge he gained the Chancellor’s prize 
for English versification by a poem on Soulp- 
ture.” Like other men, the 
most valuable part of his University career was 
that which he devoted to studies beyond the 
curriculum.
